James Richardson, for 


fonnected with the drug trade in St. 
dicd at 9 o'clock Wednesday forenoon at 
his home, 56% Cabanne avenue, from the 
effects of a gunshot wound, self-inflicted. 

Me zhot himself at 6 o'clock Wednesday 
morning. During the three hours that he 
iremained alive he was not conscious. 

Financial difficulties were the cause of 
his act. 

Mr. Richardson was alone in his bed 
‘chamber at 6 o'clock, and the other mem- 
bers of the family were not yet astir when 
the household was startled by the sound 
‘of a shot. 

Hurrying to the room of Mr. Richard- 
gon, they found him stretched unconscious 
jon the floor, with a bullet wound itn his 
head. 

Doctors were instantly summoned, but 
tliey were’ not able to offer members of 
the family any hope. At exactly 9 o'clock 
he breathed his last. 

Mr. Richardson had been despondent for 

gonie time on account of business embar- 
rassinents, and it was feared that he might 
be tempted to end his difficulties by taking 
his life. 
* He was the son of the founder of the 
{Richardson Drug Co., which became very 
successful, but had not been connected 
With that company for a number of years. 
Latterly he has “been connected with the 
MeLean Medicine Co. 

| Mr. Richardson was 50 years old. 
leaves his widow and four chiltres. tw 
wiiom are tnarried and two at home. 


Shot Awakened Wife. 


Mr. Richardson spent Tuesday evening at 
home. He was quite despondent. but gave 
no hint of a purpose to destroy himself 
He retired somewhat earty, occupying the 
room on the second floor adjoining the 
front one, occupied by his wife. 
‘Mrs. Richardson retired at 
same time. 

The shot which gave Mr. Richardson his 
death wound awakened Mrs. Richardson. 
Fearing the worst she ran into her hus- 
band’s room. He was lying on the floor 
with a. revolver clutched in his hand. 

Seemingly he had arisen and fired the 
ebot while standing in front of the dresser 
in his nightgown. 

The bullet entered his head back of the 
right ear. The index finger of his left hand 
was badly powder burned. 

There was nobody else in the the. hotse 

except the two younger daughters, Florence 
and Hadley, and the servants. 
One of these was sent immediately to 
summon Mr. and Mrs. Walter Bragdon, 
eeb-tn-law and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richardson, who live in the neighborhood. 
At the same time Drs, A. 8. Barnes and 
Gettys were called by telephone. 

Postmaster Frank Wyman and Assistant 
Fostmaster Henry Wyman, brothers of 
Mrs. Richardson, arrived before Mr. Rich- 
ardson died. ° 


Unfortunate Speculation. 

Henry Wyman said that Mr. Richardson's 
difficulties, which caused him to end his 
life, were due to unfortunate speculation. 
'Mr. Richardson was known as James 
Richardson ll. His son is also named 
James and is known as James Ill. He is 
connected with the Richardson drug house 
in Omaha. 

The deceased was for four years supply 
commissioner under Mayor Cyrus Wal- 
bridge. 

The present Cabanne Club was formerly 
the Richardson home. From there the fam- 
ily mioved to the beautiful Ramsey home at 
6632 Cabanne avenue. 

Clifford Richardson, the late bank presi- 
dent, was a brother of James Richardson. 

Mr. Richardson was vice-president of the 
‘pr. J. H. McLean Medicine Co., 3114-16 
Franklin avenue. He had been with that 
company about two years. 

Dr. vend said Wednesday: “While ! 
knew that Mr. Richardson was in financia 
embarrassment, nobody could have bee: 
more surprised than I was to hear of hi: 
death. He was here yesterday and attend 
e4 to business as usual and left for hi 
home in the evening as usual. He had 
never intimated in any way that he con- 
templated ending his life. 

“His difficulties were due to unfortunate 
apeculations on Change and had nothin: 
whatever to do with the business, They 
were so entirely personal that I do no 
know the extent of his embarrassment.’

Plaintiff and Attorney in Suit 
Against His Wife Is Charles

EFFORT AT RECONCILIATION |. 


Tender Note Was Left in Child’s

Charles A. MelIntyre, an attorney and 
plaintiff in an action for a divorce from 
Mcintyre, who is now living with 
her parents at %1l4 Glasgow avenue, con- 
Gucted his own case in Judge Douglas’ 
court Wednesday.

Dr. William H. Carruthers Tells 
on Witness Stand Story of 
Marital Woes. 


LETTER FIGURES IN TRIAL 


Alleged Writer and Mrs. Carruth- 
ers, in Court, Show Interest 
in Physician’s Recital. 


Dr, William H. Carruthers, who seeks a 
divorce from Mrs. Florine Carruthers, a 
daughter of Politeman Frank Finley of 
425B Easton avenue, gave testimony 
Wednesday morning in Judge Kinsey's di- 
vision of the Circuit court. 

Mrs. Carruthers, who filed a cross-bil) in 
answer to her husband's bill, was in court 
with her parents. 

Car] Burg, a musician named in Dr. Car- 
ruthers’ bill, was also in court as a witness 
and was an attentive listener to Dr. Car- 
ruthers’ story of the part he is charged 
with playing in the Carruthers family dis- 
agreements. 

Dr. Carruthers said his wife, whom he

Caro Amos. 

Dr, Carruthers said he saw the postman 
deliver this letter to Mrs. Welker, and saw 
her tear off the outside envelope. The let- 
ter, in another envelope, dropped to the 
floor, he said, and he picked it up. It was 
addressed to Mrs. Carruthers. 

He said he took the letter to Mrs. 
ruthers’ father, and the father said he 
did not believe the charges made. He told 
the father that Mrs. Carruthers was wear- 
ae Burg's picture, and the father said he 

not believe. that. 

Just then, he said, Mrs. Carruttiers 
alighted from a street car and entered 
her father’s house. She was asked if she 
wore Burg’s picture, and she said “yes,” 
and showed it to her father.

His experience 
ranges from the county school to the su- 
perintehdency. He was appointed public

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 8.—When | 


the House met this morning the committee 
on criminal jurisprudence, which held the 
third and final public hearing ‘ast night 
to consider arguments for and against the 
breeders’ law, reported a substitute meas- 
ure for those already introduced, which de- 
mnounces bookmaking and pool selling, 
whether conducted at racetracks cr else- 
where, as a misdemeanor punishable by a 
maximum fine of $1000 or by imprisonment 
for.one year, or both. 

The committee was unanimous in reach- 
ing the conclusion that the breeders’ law, 
which licenses gambling at the racetracks, 
should be repealed. 

In lieu thereof there is recommended to 
the House the following ironclad statute: 

SECTION 1. 

hay person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by impris- 
onment in the county jail for a period of 
one year, or by a fine of $1,000, or by 
both imprisonment and fine. 

SHCTION 2. 

Sections 7419, 7420, 7421, 7422, 7423 
and 7424 of the revised statutes of 1899 
are hereby repealed. 

The members of the criminal girispru- 
dence committee are: T. J. Viles of Stone 
County, L. J. Lyons of Kansas City, W. 
R. Self of Greene County, CC. H. Klein- 
schmidt of Jefferson, J. L. Johnson of Pu- 
laski, Walter Burch of Audrain, Newlan 
Conklin of Carroll, K. C. Spence of Stod- 
dard, J. C. Beckley and William Hilker- 
baumer of St. Louis. Their decision on 
the gambling statute was prompt and de- 
Gisive and this is a safe indication that 
the House, with few exceptions, will rati- 
fy their action by approving the anti- 
gambling bill which they recommend. 

The racetrack gambling syndicate, with 
a corps of noisy votaries, made its final 
stand for recognition before the House of 
Representatives last night and presented 
such a sorry spectacle that the committee 
shut off the hearing abruptly by announc- 
ing that mo further testimony on the sub- 
ject of book making and pool selling was 
necessary.

A sponse to questions front members of the 


committee, established the close connection 
of the state of Missouri with the racetrack 
gamblers. 

In the person of one H. W. Adams, who 
gave St. Louis as his place of residence, 
the committee had the pleasure of hearing 
a man who claimed to have assisted in 
framing the notorious breeders’ law. Mr. 
Adams said that in view of this fact he 
felt that he should defend the law, which, 
he thought, had done much to purify the 
morals of St. Louis. 

He was not advocating or defending 
gambling. Not at all. Such would be a 
poor mission, Mr. Adams would have the 
committee infer. 

He came to Jefferson City as a patriot, 
wishing to see the frailfles of his country- 
men restricted by law, by which he meant 
they could be protected from the gambling 
evil if allowed to carry on thelr operations 
only at the racetracks.

Law Brings Only Ruin. 
“Breeders’ law,’’ said Mr. Seebold, “has 
wrought more sorrow, ruin, disgrace, de- 
moralization and degradation than any law 
ever placed on the statute books of Mis- 


souri. 

‘What is the argument of those who 
wish the law retained? Why, it is this: 
We cannot exist without a license to gam- 
bie. 

“The contention of the racetrack gambler 
reminds me of the story of the rescue of 
the red-headed man. : 

“Perhaps some of you recall it. Four 
men were out in a boat when a steamer 
came along and capsized the hoat. 

“There were a num%er of people on shore 
and one man who ran along, waving his 
arms frantically and shouting, ‘Save the 
red-héaded man.’ 

‘The men were saved, and when they 
were pulled ashore somebody asked the 
frantic citizen why he was so interested 
in saving the red-headed man. 

‘'O.’ was the reply, “he owes mé $10. 

‘That is exactly the position of the gam- 
bling interests in opposing the repeal of 
the law.” 

Mr. Seebold proceeded to say that the 
statements made by racetrack representa- 
tives constitute the best evidence of the 
gambling evil which should be absolutely 
rohibited.

As announced in the Post-Dispatch two 
weeks ago, they are not disposed to elimin- 
ate Vanderbilt methods, but it is under- 
stood they insisted upon having their own 
representativ es in the company and carry- 
ing out methods in its management which 
have been In use in the Standard Ojll Co.

Tod Sloan. the premier jockey of Amer- 
ica, after an absence of several years in 
Europe, will make his reappearance in the 
saddle next Saturday, the opening day of 
the meeting at Panama Park, New Or- 
leans. 

This will be an event of considerable im- 
portance in the turf world, because Sloan 
is the master artist of his craft, and be- 
cause American racegoers will again have 
an opportunity of witnessing the finest 
illustration of horsemanship eyer seen in 
this or any other jand. 

Sioan has recently entered into a con- 
tract to ride for Edward Corrigan during 
the season of 1905, and all his work in the 
saddle will be done exclusively in the mid- 
die West. Just now Tod is persona non 
grata with the racing officials of the met- 
ropolitan cireult. 

He eannot, therefore, even if he wished 
to do so. ride on any of the New York 
tracks. About two years ago Sloan got 
into trouble with the English Jockey Club, 
when he was riding for the late William 
(. Whitney, and the affair has not yet 
been adjusted. 

As the English Jockey Club never gives 
a reason for any action jit may take in 
connection with turf matters the real 
cause for Sloan’s difficulties has never been 
ascertained. He has repeatedly tried to 
have his license renewed in England, but 
his application has been steadily refused. 

Rumor has it that Sloan made himself 
obnoxious to English racing authorities by 
his independent and aristocratic manner, 
that he did not possess that deference and 
respect to English nobility which is so 
marked a characteristic of British jockeys. 


“Rolled” as High as Lords. 
himself the equal of any

high as any of them. 
Sloan’s successes in England were sensa- 
tional. He made “Morny’’ Cannon and 
Lane, the crack English riders, look cheap, 
and whenever there was a close finish Tod 
always proved his superiority. 

Tod won several of the great classics of 
the English turf and it was generally ac- 
knowledged, even by those who did not 
like him, that he was the greatest rider 
that had been seen in the “tight little 
isle’’ since the days of Fred Archer. Eng- 
lishmen will never admit that Fred Archer 
had an equal. 

After Sloan found it impossible to ride 
on English tracks he turned his attention 
to sunny France, where he showed the 
same skill in the saddle that he had in 
Britain. But his career on the French turf

was destined to be more short-lived and | 


unpleasant than it had been in England. 
He was denied the privileges of the 
tracks at Chantilly and Longchamps, and 
because of this he took an action for $40,- 
1 dainages against the French Jockey

was his counsel, and a few weeks ago the 
case was decided In his favor, by a judg- 
ment for the amount claimed. Immediate- 
ly after this matter was settled he re- 
turred to America, but he could secure no 
in New York, because the 
New York and [Erglish jockey clubs have a 
reciprocal understanding as regards in- 
fringement of racing rues and an agree- 
ment as to the uniform policy in connec- 
tion with the sport. 

Under these circumstances Sloan turned 
his aitention to the West, and went to 
California with the probable intention of 
securing employment in his profession, but 
he mude no engagements, untill Jan. 5 he 
was signed by the “‘Master of Hawthorne.” 
The length of his present contract is not 
known. 


Chance to Revive Fortunes. 

The Corrigan contract will not, of course, 
pay him as much as he received in his 
palmy days in New York a half-dozen 
years ago, but it will give him a chance 
to revive his waning fortunes, and re- 
establish himself as the foremost rider in 
the country. He is still comparatively 
young, being little more than # years old, 

During Tod's enforced idleness he took 
on very little additional weight, and he will 
be able to ride at about 105 pounds. Apart 
from the fact that Sloan is a good rider, 
it was a wise move on Corrigan’s part 
to engage him, because Tod's reputation 
will bring other ambitious jockeys to 
Panama, and will help to swell the 
average daily attendance. 

As io who was the best jockey that Amer- 
ica ever produced there will always be a 
wide divergence of opinion. Some will stick 
to “Jimmie"’ McLaughlin, others will say 
“Snapper” Garrison, Isaac Murphy and 
Harry Griffin will have substantial follow- 
ings, but in the end the concéensus of opin- 
ion will probably center around Todhunter 
Sloan, 


He has fully proved his title to be con- 
sidered the king of American jockeys. 
With the possible exception of Isaac Mur- 
phy, he was the best judge of pace we 
ever had, and his seat in the saddle, while 
not artistic, was exceedingly scientific. The 
main object of it was to so equalize the 
weight that the horse hardly felt the tm- 
post he was carrying. This seat, or method 
of riding, Is now adopted on every race 
course in Europe and Is called “‘the Sloan 
stvle."" Tod is the originator of it, and it 
consists chiefly in sitting forward as much 
as possible on the horse's neck and taking 
the weight off his back.

“ROBBED HIS SAFE 


New York Physician Believes 16- 
Year-Old Boy Attempted to 
: Poison Him. 


ACCUSED LAD NOW MISSING 


Apomorphine Administered and 
Money and Jewels Taken 
During Slumber. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 8 —Drugged and 
Tobbed by his son of 16 years, whom his 
parental love had saved from Elmira re- 
formatory, whither he was to be sent for 
choking and robbing his grandmother, Dr. 
Wiliam H. Upton of 19% Lexington ave- 
nue, a member of the Board of Education, 
and secretary of the local schoo! board in 
his district, is slowly recovering from 

apomorphine poisoning. 

Dr. .Upton says his son, Charles, commit- 
ted the unnatural! crime. Charles has dis- 
appeared. Physicians say they aroused 
Dr. Upton from a dying condition, and he 
was able to furnish connecting links in an 
extraordinary plot. 

The discovery that the safe in the doc- 
tor’s office had been robbed of more than 
$400 4n cash and three rings valued at 
more than $300 disclosed the boy's mo- 
tive. 

Dr. Upton: had been strangely il! for three 
days. A physician was in attendance. Sun- 
day night he was worse and told his son 
to sleep near him. (His sufferings increased 
and he told his son to prepare a syringe 
to inject morphine. The boy was thor- 
oughly familiar with his father’s satchel. 
There were. both morphine and apomor- 
phine in the case, the taBlets being identi- 
cal in appearance. 

“My sop knew what he was doing, and he 
acted deliberately,’ Dr. Upton said today. 
“I first had thim read the formula to insure 
against mistakes, :then he placed a tablet 
in the tube se that I could see it. I then 
injected the solution in my arm, Charley 
calmly agsisting.

Loulsans to obey the law and keep their 
walks clear of snow and ice. 

McGuire is a pencil peddler and is on 
the street a great deal of the time. 

He told the following story of his many 
mishaps on ice-covered sidewalks in St 
Louis. 

“I'm an old caller here at the City H»s- 
pital and have spent a great deal of time 
here during the winter months for the 
last eight or nine years. 

“My first accident happened in the winter 
of 1895 when I was working on the levee 
and fell on an icy walk, cutting my left 
leg. After two weeks of suffecuig here at 
the hospital, Plovod pcisun set in and it Was 
found nesessary to ccnputate my limb. 

“T soon managed to learn to walk on 
crutches, but my right leg had been broken 
at the same time and it was a long time 
before it became strong enough to sup- 
port my weight. 

The next winter, in 1896, I slipped up 
again on Market street and my right leg 
was knocked out of place a second time. 
After I had been here in the hospital a 
long time I managed to get around again, 
but it was only a week after I left here 
that I fell at Broadway and Olive street

Amended Measure to Go Back to 
House, Where It Originated, 
for Debate.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8&—The Senate 
passed the joint statehood bill at 8:45 last 
night. The measure provides for New Mex- 
ico’s admission as a separate state. Okila- 
homa and Indian Territory are granted a 
place in the Union as a single state, to be 
known as Oklahoma. Arizona is eliminated 
from the bill. 

The prohibition of the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in what is now Indian Terrl- 
tory for the next 10 years was 580 amend- 
ed as to extend the provision to the entire 
state for 21 years. 

The frst surprise of the day came when 
the committee accepted Senator Foraker's 
amendment providing for a separate vote 
by cach of the territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico on the constitution to be 
adopted by the proposed state of Arizona. 
That provision had scarcely been made a 
part of the bill, when Mr. Bard presented 
his amendment, which had been originally 
offered by Mr. Patterson, and which pro- 
vided for the admission of New Mexico as 
a state without the additjon of Arizona. 


s amendment proved to be the point 
onan which all subsequent proceedings of 
importance revolved. It was at first adop- 
ted by the close vote of 42 to 40. This 
vote was taken while the Senate was sit- 
ting in committee of the whole and was 
re vereen . “ Menate proper by the tle 
vote of 38 to 35. 

Subsequently the Senate decided by a 
vote of 88 to 86 to entrely eliminate New

Organized to Care for Morgan’s 
Private Fortune. 


Persons high in financial circles who are 
in a position to know said Wednesday 
that there was no doubt that arrangements 
for the disposal of the United Railways Co. 
to the North American’ Co. had been 
completed, and that the terms had been 
practically agreed upon. 

This means that J. Pierpont Morgan is 
to dominate the public service corpora- 
tions of St. Louis and collect the money

The North American 
controls the Laclede Gas Co. 
Electric and Power Co., and 
American organization is based 
Morgan's private fortune, 
~The probability that the North Arerican 
Co. would “take over’ the United 
Railways Co., aS soon as the latter’s ab- 
sorption of the St. Louis Transit .Co. 
was legally completed, was exclusively 
forecasted in the Post-Dispatch about two 
months ago throvgh an interview with 
John I. Beggs of Milwaukee, general man- 
ager of the North American Co. 

Local interest in the matter is particu- 
larly acute among persons who have dam- 
age suits against the Transit Co. 

Already the Transit company 
tempted. to shift its liability for all un- 
collected judgments on the United Rail- 
ways Co. and now the litigants are won- 
dering if the United Railways, in turn, 
will try to “‘pass up’ to Mr. Morgan the 
necessity for settling. 

The sale of the United Railways system 
is not taken to indicate any change in its 
local raanagement or direct operation. 

James Campbell, the broker, says that 
in his opinion Capt. Robert McCulloch, the 
present general manager, is too valuable 
a rman for the system to lose, no matter 
who its owners may. be. 


No Changes in Management. 

Vith Capt. McCulloch remaining as gen- 
eral manager, it is believed his subordinates 
will also continue in office.

In his special message recommending the repeal of the race- 
track gambling law Gov. Folk defined tle moral issue involved 
and exposed the unsound public policy which has kept the 
law in the statutes, with admirable brevity, clearness and force. 
In temperate language, but with irresistible logic, the governor 
pointed out the iniquity of the law and declared the duty of 
the Legislature to repeal it. The salient points of the message 
are these: 

To levy tribute on gambling is indefensible from any moral 
standpoint. 

The argument that because men will 
as well profit by their lust for gaming 
equal force, to the licensing of murder because nen will kill. 

If it is right to maintain an institution by the licensing of 
wrong the support of all state institutions, even the government 
itself, from the fruits of legalized crime would be justified. 

Remarking that the State Fair Association is a worthy insti- 
tution which ought to be supported by the state without making 
it dependent upon the licensing of a practice that degrades the 
youth and pollutes the morals of men, he recommends an 
appropriation for the association equal to the revenue derived 
from the gambling licenses. The demand for repeal is thus 
summed up: 

This is not the demand of a frenzied morality, but 


of a sound and healthy public sentiment that will not 
tolerate the state sharing in the profits of vicious prac-

Gov. Folk has two conspicuous virtues: He clearly sees the 
moral issue in public questions and he has the courage to take 
the right side of the issue. Upon this question he voices the 
moral sentiment of all good citizens in every part of the state.

His message does not leave even a plausible 
argument for the opponents of repeal.

THE GHOST OF POLAND. 


From the New York World, 


The bitterness with which the people of 
Lodz, Warsaw anc other Polish cities have 
fought aguinst the Ruselan troops long 
after the workmen of St. Petersburg were 
“pacified” is but another instance to prove. 
that the nation which undertakes the exe 
tinction of the liberties of a Brave people 
is preparing for itecif an almost endless 
task. 

It is 11 decades since the final partition 
of Poland between Russia, Austria and 
Prussia, and in every decade of the ll her 
Polish subjects have been to each one of 
the trio a source of weakness, not of 
strength. They are so to this day, with 
Galicia an element in Austrian dissenston, 
with Posen raging against the Prussian 
proscription of the Polish language and 
with Czestochova revolutionaries weleam- 
ing and prolonging the turmoil] in Ruasia. 

At the height of its power Poland was’ 
the defense of Christian Burope against 
the Turk. It ranged to Kharkoff, south to 
the Carpathians and to Kherson, west 
"early to the Oder, north to Dorpat. Dant- 
zic and Riga were Polish seaports and the 
realm was considerably greater than the 
German empire is today. 

Beaten because of the jealousies of tts 
nobles, it was shorn in 1778 and divided tn 
174. But Nemesis was not long in over- 
taking the three guilty nations. Ponlatow- 
ski's Polish legion helped Napoleon whip 
them in battle, and so strong had Na- 
poleon’s Duchy of Warsaw become that 
when it 1814 the alties divided Poland once 
more it was thought safer to leave most 
of Russian Poland a subordinate kingdom. 
Its guarantees of self-rule were taken 
away, however, as those of Finland 
have been more recently, and in 18% Rus- 
sian Poland became simply a province. Out 
of these conditions grew the serious revolt 
uf 1830 and a dozen slighter ones. So late 
as 1836 Bir Robert Peel, who was no vision- 
ary, privately said that he expected Poland 
to win her freedom. And all Russia was 
shaken in that uprising of 1988, which the 
cynic Bismarck won the Czar's valuable 
Gratitude by helping him to suppress. 

Nearly twelve million people spéak the 
Polish tongue, and half of them are in 
Russia. They are as hostile to Russian 
rule in the West as the Manchus are in 
the East, and, unlike the Chinese, they are 
one of the most spirited and inteilectual 
races extant. No wonder that the ghost 
of Poland*rises to affright the Czar in 
stormy times when even the knout and the 
saber fall to hold his “dear people’ In sub- 
jection.

PARIS, Feb. “i.—A terrible case of prema- 
ture burial is reported from Ricamarie, 34 
town of 8000 inhabitants near St. Etienne. 

A lad named Choveaux, aged 18, was sub- 
ject to epileptic fits.
